Yeur favor with a photograph just at hand. Unfortunately 
for all of us, the medai you have is net the piece we are look- 
ing for. Those actually made in 17989 are large, oval silver 
medals. The medal you have has got a peculiar histc ry. We 
have traced it back to the Indian Territory, where we know 
these were made by a half-breed Indian who sd and gave them 
in great numbers to Indian chiefa in the early 70's into the 
80's and possibly later. We have never been able to find out 
exactly where he got the dies. The possibilities are that they 
are St. Louis dies made by ®llis, who made a number of Indian 
peace medals for the different fur companies in the 40's and 50's. 
The date 1789 simply means the first rresidency of Washington, 
as’ this medal bears the head of Washington on the other side, 
and is net the date of the original medal. This can be easily 
tdlid by the workmanship and style. 3 

All of the medals we have seen are in hard pewter. We 
have heard of silver medals but we doubt their existence. Yours 
may possibly be silver; if so, I might make you an offer. We 
do not care for it in pewter as we have several.
